Speakers Blast Cotton 
Ceiling Before Growets 


Pace, Sayre Claim 
Unfair Restrictions 
On Producers

R aw cotton price ceilings pot 
rough treatm en t at the h an d s of 
tw o speakers yesterday afternoon 
and last night a t the second annual 
M issouri Cotton P ro d u cers m eeting 
held at the Rustic Rock. 
S tephen Pace, form er congre: 
m an 
from G eorgia 
and now a 
rep resen taiv e of the N ational C ot­ 
ton Council in W ashington, pointed 
to th e unfairness of a U. S. cotton 
ceiling pegged at 45.76 cents w hile 
th e w orld m a rk et now ran g es b e­ 
tw een 70 and 80 cents. 
He told of hearings in W a sh ­ 
ington last w eek in which O PS 
D irector Michael 
DiSalle 
got 
a 
rough verbal going over from c o t­ 
ton belt legislators w hile on the 
w itness stand. 
Learns About Cotton 
At one point, Mr. Pace said, 
“ Mr. DiSalle has learned m ore a- 
bout cotton d u rin g th e three w eeks 
in W ashington th an the m en who 
h ave spent their lives in th e busi­ 
ness.” 
T h e other blast against the ceil­ 
ing cam e from Dr. C. R. Sayre, 
president and general m a n a g e r of 
th e internationally know n Delta 
and Pine L and C om pany of Scott, 
Miss. 
Dr. Sayre, speaking at the af­ 
ternoon 
business session of the 
producers, told th e grow ers that 
it places them in a serious s itu a­ 
tion. He indicated th a t it w as gross­ 
ly u n fair to expect the cotton fa rm ­ 
ers of the nation to raise a record 
crop w hile pinched by record costs 
and no assurance th a t they would 
be protected from the risk taken. 
Two Indications 
In his evening address, Mr. Pace 
said that recent cotton hearings in 
W ashington indicated two things. 
First, th e re would be no rollback 
in the price of cotton, and second, 
th a t legislators intends to am end 
th e A griculture Act of last year 
to exclude ceilings on raw farm 
products. 
T u rn in g to ceilings on cotton 
exports, Mr. 
P ace term ed them 
“senseless” and proposed th a t they 
be rem oved. He also suggested th at 
the C redit C om m odity C orporation 
w hich has taken over huge a-

Unfair Restrictions 
On Producers 


Raw cotton price ceilings got 
rough treatm ent at the hands of 
tw o speakers yesterday afternoon 
and last night at the second annual 
Missouri Cotton Producers meeting 
held at the Rustic Rock. 
Stephen Pace, former congress 
m an 
from Georgia 
and now a 
representaive of the National Cot- : 
ton Council in Washington, pointco | 
to the unfairness of a U. S. cotton 
ceiling pegged at 45.76 cents while 
the world market now ranges be­ 
tween 70 and 80 cents. 
He told of hearings in W ash­ 
ington last week in which OPS 
Director Michael 
DiSallc got 
a 
rough verbal going over from cot­ 
ton belt legislators while on the 
witness stand. 
Learns About Cotton 
At one point, Mr. Pace said, 
“Mr. DiSalle has learned more a- 
bout cotton during the three weeks 
in Washington than the men who 
have spent their lives in the busi­ 
ness.” 
The other blast against the ceil­ 
ing came from Dr. C. R. Sayre, 
president and general manager of 
the internationally known Delta 
and Pine Land Company of Scott, 
Miss. 
Dr. Sayre, speaking at the af­ 
ternoon business session of the 
producers, told the growers that 
it places them in a serious situa­ 
tion. He indicated that it was gross­ 
ly unfair to expect the cotton farm ­ 
ers of the nation to raise a record 
crop while pinched by record costs 
and no assurance that they would 
be protected from the risk taken. 
Two Indications 
In his evening address, Mr. Pace 
said that recent cotton hearings in 
Washington indicated two things. 
First, there would be no rollback 
in the price of cotton, and second, 
th a t legislators intends to amend 
the Agriculture Act of last year 
to exclude ceilings on raw farm 
products. 
Turning to ceilings on cotton 
exports, Mr. Pace termed them 
“senseless” and proposed that they 
be removed. He also suggested that 
the Credit Commodity Corporation 
which has taken over huge a- 
mounts of cotton on loans, should 
allow shippers and other handlers 
their costs and fair profits then 
set up a pool to aid the cotton 
farmers with the remainer of the 
funds from government sales. 
Advocates Stockpiling 
He went on to point out that t h e 
National Cotton Council advocate 
the stockpiling o f surplus cotton 
with the provision t h . i t the s t o c k ­ 
pile be used only in the event of 
war. 
The former congressman told the 
group of the huge defense effort 
and pointed out that agriculture 
w as the one industry which wa 
really ready to perform its task. 
He explained that in all other 
industries ,the 
government had 
provider! 
protection 
for defense 
production but was leaving cotton 
unprotected. This, he aid, in face 
of the fact that it is second only 
to steel in importance in our de­ 
fense praparations. 
Tremendous Tasks 
The speaker pointed out 
the 
tremendous task facing the cot­ 
ton industry in producing a 
16 
million bale crop this year and 
warned that it would mean virtual­ 
ly doubling the present acreage. 
He pointed out the problems in 
connection with the bringing in 
of the record crop and told the 
group that manpower would be 
th e toughest problem for Missouri, 
Arkansas, and Mississippi growers. 
He then went on to discuss pres­ 
ent agricultural labor legislation 
pending in congress and the pro­ 
spects for relief for the producer-. 
Hut despite his attacks on th< 
handling of the cotton situation, 
Mr. Race made a plea to the* pr< - 
ducers in Missouri to bring in their 
share of the huge crop. 
Defense Measure 
He said it should be done be­ 
cause it was a defense men: ore. He 
emphasized that he knew it would 
be “tough” to do but said: “Any 
loyal American wants a little part 
in this effort.”

The St. Francois County Home 
at Farmington has been closed and 
the residents of the home have 
been transferred to a nursing home 
by order of the county court.

Francois county court, has been 
extremely expensive in late years 
when the home housed an average 
of only eight to 10 persons. 
The monetary 
saving to

county wall be in excess of $19,900 
this year, based on last year’s cost.

The m atter came up for discus­ 
sion among County Court m em ­ 
bers not long ago in talks concern­ 
ed with economy, of operation of 
county affairs. The three judges, 
Felix Pogue, Gordon Hughes and 
Theodore Heffron, noted that in 
pa: ' ing years the demands on the 
institution had grown less with the 
granting of 
old age 
assistance, 
social security and other forms of 
assistance to the needy aged peo­ 
ple. 
In other words, maintenance of 
the county home was too expensive 
for so few inmates, and the court 
decided to do something about it. 
The decision to sell the home 
was not m ade until the court had 
completed an exhaustive study of 
what provision could be made for 
the residents and what action was 
being taken elsewhere in similar 
situations. 
As a result of this investigation, 
it was found that in most cases 
the patients could be placed in a 
nursing home. In addition, the old 
age assistance which most of the 
aged persons could receive would 
go a long way toward contributing 
to the cost of the nursing home, 
thereby reducing the expense to 
the county. 
At present the county is paying 
toward the support of eight aged 
persons in a nursing home who 
formerly lived at the county home. 
All of them are at the Cedar G tove 
Nursing Home at Hillsboro, w here 
they are receiving complete m edi­ 
cal and nursing care.

De L a fa y e t­ 
te, spread m ortar over the co rn er­ 
stone and announced that it w as 
“ w ell and tru ly laid.” T h e next 
speaker d elivered a trad itio n al pep 
talk.

H e 
made C raw fo rd first discard the 
bundle of fasces she carried , then 
rem ove the P h ry g ia n cap from her 
head.
